OF HEAVY SNOW 


REGINA, May 14—A blanket of 
heavy, wet snow last night lay over

President Roosevelt told the American 
Scientific Congress, “What has come about 
(in the era of new aggression) has been 
caused solely by those who would use, and 
are using, your inventions of peace in a 
wholly different cause—those who seek to 
dominate hundreds of millions of people 
in vast continental areas—those, who if 
successful in that aim, will we must now 
admit enlarge their wild dream to encom- 
pass every human being and every mile of 
the earth’s surface.” 

The gathering of scientists from the 
western hemisphere heard nothing new in 
this, though they may not have traced the 
inescapable inference so courageously to 
its conclusion. Between aggression and 
self-government there can be no compro- 
mise territorial arrangement that would 
last, The lust for power expands with suc- 
cess, always has, and in the anture of it- 
self must. The world cannot be one-half 
free and the other half slave. For cen- 
turies freedom has been “slowly broaden- 
ing down from precedent to precedent” 
and also spreading from people to people. 
The aggressors propose to reverse the 
trend, at whatever cost of life and wealth, 
by the mis-employment of the very inven- 
tions science has devised for the benefit of 
mankind. 

Mr. Roosevelt did not propose that the 
American republics should take the field 
to halt this attempt to put mankind in 
chains. But he boldly stated the world- 

wide purpose of the war-lords. And he 
stressed the point, it is to be hoped con- 
vincingly, that neutrality does not imply 
mental vacuity. 


What Will Canada Do? 


Most Canadians have probably been 
asking themselves what Canada can do, 
will do, and should do, in view of the furi- 
ous offensive started by the enemy on the 
western front and the possibility—always 
present—that he might win through to the 
coast and launch his air forces upon Eng- 
land. And answering these questions ac- 
cording to amateur judgment or precon- 
ceived notions, strongly influenced by 
horror and resentment at the sheer brutal- 
ity of the attack on the little neutral 
countries, 


Prime Minister King has also answered 


these questions, in the general terms in 
which alone the responsible head of an 
Allied Government could speak. Canada, 
he said, will go on doing what in the judg- 
ment of the Allied authorities it can best 
do to make victory certain. That is what 
Canada has been doing from the outset, 
and nothing has happened to show that 
the course was not the proper one. 

This offensive, it must be remembered, 
was not a “bolt from the blue,” save in the 
selection of the moment of delivery. It 
has been expected from the day war was 
declared. There was general expectation, 
encouraged by Allied spokesmen, that it 
would happen sooner. It was taken into 
consideration at London and Paris when 
the plan of Allied operations was drafted. 
Canada’s war effort was determined, in 
agreement with the Allied Governments 
and military experts, in the light of 
certainty that the present situation would 
soon or later arise. 

The scheme of our effort may be 
modified or accelerated, but the nature of 
the effort itself is not likely to be changed 
materially. We can trust the Allied 
authorities to have known what part they 
wanted Canada to play. 


The Enemy Within the Gates 


In some respects the most serious 
menace Holland and Belgium had to face 
was not the frontal attack by Nazi forces. 
It was the treachery of Germans who had 
been living in these countries; and who re- 
paid the hospitality extended to them by 
turning against their hosts when the in- 
vasion began, seized airports, committed 
acts of sabotage, and attacked detach- 
ments of Dutch and Belgian troops from 
ambush far behind the borders. 

This was no spontaneous uprising of 
persons whose race sympathy proved to 
be stronger than their honesty, It was a 
concerted movement, bearing all the 
marks of previous arrangement and 
preparation. The ingrates had no trouble 
getting arms with which to shoot down 
Dutch and Belgian soldiers; they had 
them ready to hand. Each group knew ex-

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actly what it was supposed to do. These 
“cells” made up the “fifth column” of the 
invaders, whose business was to attack 
from within while the uniformed columns 
attacked from without. 

One ‘inevitable result of this fresh 
demonstration of organized treason is that 
German people living in Britain and other 
countries have been put under preventive 
custody in the mass, while large numbers 
have been rounded up and put in intern- 
ment camps. The treatment is of course 
deserved in some cases, but undoubtedly 
not deserved in others. Unfortunately it 
is not possible to draw a line of distinction 
with any degree of assurance, and the in- 
nocent have to suffer with the guilty. In 
countries more remote from the scene the 
public and public authorities are certain to 
be asking themselves now whether there 
are “fifth columns” in these countries 
also. And asking it under circumstances 
which strongly suggest there are. 

Nazi methods have cast the imputation 
of treachery upon German people living 
in all parts of the world. Fair-minded 
persons will not believe that this blanket 
accusation is deserved. But where in- 
nocent Germans living abroad suffer be- 
cause of it they will have Hitler and his 
plotters to blame for the suspicion 
aroused against them, and for any restric- 
tions to which they may be subjected be- 


cause of it. 
—————— 


A British force has been landed in Ice- 
land, to see that the Nazis do not establish 
submarine or airplane bases there. The 
“invaders” didn’t of course drop bombs on 
any Iceland homes or shoot anybody. They 
landed by consent, the authorities having 
no doubt that they will keep the promise 
to not interfere with the local administra- 
tion and to get out when the war is over. 


Sweden does not feel, as some Balkan 
states do, that it is safe because Nazi 
forces have been hurled against the Low 
Countries and the western front. On the 
contrary, its Government met the new 
situation by ordering a complete black-- 
out, and strewing mine fields in coastal 
waters which have been hitherto open to 
navigation. Stockholm may even have 
gathered from the experience of Norway, 
Holland and Belgium that it is poor busi- 
ness to wait until Berlin is ready to strike. 


Pope Pius spoke in no uncertain tones 
when he openly gave his moral support to 
the little peoples now struggling for the 


right to live securely under their own gov- - 


ernments and institutions. At Berlin, it is 
said, the announcement was received with 
“indifference”. Anger would be the correct 
term. Even Nazi assurance can hardly 
pretend to be unaware that the influence 
of the Pope counts for something on a 
moral issue. If Adolf has any doubts on 
the matter he might ask Benito.

The Passing Show 


By MAX FREEDMAN 


What is Mr. Churchill's record on the menace 
embodied in Nazi Germany? We all know in 
a general sort of way that he has been a fierce 
and unflagging critic of Hitler and the policies of 
aggression pursued by the Reich. But he has 
never been given sufficient credit for the daring 

prescience with which he 
THE PREMIER foresaw the horrors Hitler 
AND GERMANY would one day let loose upon 

the world. As Mr, Churchill 
takes up the heavy burden of national leadership 
at this time of danger it may not be amiss to 
recall his attitude to Nazi Germany over a period 
of years as defined in his own matchless elo- 
quence. 

Even before Hitler seized power Mr. Church- 
ill tarted to point a warning finger at the new 
insurgent spirit that was beginning to dominate 
Germany. On November 23, 1932, he said: 
“All these bands of sturdy Teutonic youths, 
marching throught the streets and roads of 
Germany, with the light of desire in their eyes 
to suffer for their Fatherland, are not looking 
for status. They are looking for weapons, and, 
when they have the weapons, believe me they 
will then ask for the return of lost territories 
and lost colonies, and when that demand is made 
it cannot fail to shake and possibly shatter to 
their very foundations every one of the countries 
I have mentioned, and some other countries I 
have not mentioned.” 

In that same speech he declared that “every 
concession which has been mad@€—many con- 
cessions have been made, and many more will 
be made and ought to be made—has been fol- 
lowed immediately by a fresh demand.” 

a % * 

Then, when Germany dedicated her energies 
to the erection of a sinister war machine whose 
shadow slowly but steadily began to creep upon 
the menaced figure of freedom, Mr. Churchill's 
voice never ceased echoing the warning that 
Englishmen “would be blackmailed out of their 

skins” unless they armed with 
His RECORD heroic vigor to offset the Nazi 
SINCE HITLER challenge. “We may, within a 

measurable period of time, in 
the life-time of those who are here, if we are 
not in a proper state of security, be confronted 
on some occasion with a visit from an ambassa- 
dor (German) and may have to give an answer 
in a few hours; and if that answer is not satis- 
factory, within the next few hours the crash of 
bombs exploding in London and cataracts of 
masonry and fire and smoke will appraise us of 
any inadequacy which has been permitted in 
our aerial defences.” 

Mr. Churchill uttered these words in the 
Commons on February 7, 1934. He foresaw, 
more than four years before the event, that 
threat of an air attack upon England, which 
Hitler used so effectively at the time of the 
Munich agreement.

When Mr. Eden resigned as foreign secretary 
following criticism directed at him by the 
Italian press Mr. Churchill said: “This last week 
has been a good week for the dictators—one of 
the best they ever had. The German dictator 
has laid his heavy hand upon a small and his- 

toric country (Austria) and the 
HIS WARNINGS Italian dictator has carried 
COME TRUE his vendetta to a successful 
conclusion against Mr. Eden.” 

Of the annexation of Austria he remarked: 
“Europe is confronted with a program of ag- 
gression, nicely calculated and timed, unfold- 
ing stage by stage, and there is only one choice 
open, not only to us, but to other countries who 
are unfortunately concerned—either to submit, 
like Austria, or else to take effective measures 
while time remains to ward off the danger and, 
if it cannot be warded off, to cope with it. 
Resistance will be hard, yet I am persuaded— 
and the prime minister’s speech confirms me— 
that it is to this conclusion of resistance to over- 
weening encroachmént that his Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment will come, and the House of Commons 
will certainly sustain them in playing a great 
part in the effort to preserve the peace of 
Europe, and if it cannot be preserved, to pre- 
serve the freedom of the nations of Europe. 

“If we were to delay, if we were to go on 
waiting upon events for a considerable period, 
how much should we throw away of resources 
which are now available for our security and for 
the maintenance of peace? How many friends 
would be alienated, how many potential allies 
should we see go, one by one, down the grisly 
gulf, how many times would bluff succeed, until 
behind bluff ever-gathering forces had accumu- 
lated reality? 

“Where shall we be two years hence, for 
instance, when the German army will certainly 
be much larger than the French army, and when 
all the small nations will have fled from Geneva 
to pay homage to the ever-waxing power of the 
Nazi system and to make the best terms they 
can for themselves?” 

These prophetic words were spoken by Mr. 
Churchill on the floor of parliament on March 
14, 1938, three days after the German troops 
crossed the Austrian frontier. Never has the 
accuracy of a prophecy been so sustained by the 
march of events. His description of the Munich 
agreement as a “total and unmitigated disaster” 
for Britain is too fresh in our minds to need 
emphasis.

Mr. Churchill was right, overwhelmingly 
right, in dealing with the German problem in 
peace. If his insight is as certain in war-time, 
he will earn a renown greater than that of 
Chatham and equa! to the solitary grandeur of 
William Pitt, whose place is supreme in the gal- 

lery of English statesmen. What 
THE PAST is more important, however, he 
AND FUTURE will have led England and her 

spacious empire to victory over 
dark and turbulent forces whose challenge goes 
to the root of every noble ideal of life. Of one 
thing we may be confident. The might of Eng- 
land will be wielded like the force of some fierce 
and avenging thunderbolt in the hands of her 
new leader. 


Sir Oswald Mosley, leader of the British 
Union of Fascists, had a heckler at one of his 
meetings arrested for shouting, “What have you 
gt to say about Hitler and his reptiles?” Ap- 
parently Sir Oswald dislikes free sprech when it 
is critical of Fascism, the right to uphold which 
he insists upon maintaining in defiance of popu- 
lar opinion, Or can it be that the Fascist leader 
could think of no answer to the hetkler’s ques- 
tion?—-Montreal Gazette,

Since then this Kaltenborn and his playmates 
have gone swinging down the airways pointing 
out Britain’s mistakes. 

The navy was asleep to let the Germans land 
in Norway.

On This Date

Today is the anniversary of the May 14, 1794, 
when John Butler of Niagara died. One of the 
greatest Loyalist leaders in war, he was after 
the peace a leader to those others who sacrificed 
their all to be true to their British connection. 
Of Irish descent, John, like all his family’s men, 
was a soldier. He served under Sir William 
Johnson and took part in the capture of Fort 
Niagara, in 1759, a few weeks before the French 
were defeated on the Plains of Abraham, 
Quebec, The next year he and his old Rangers 
were of immense value to General Amherst in 
that wonderful expedition which brought about 
the capitulation of Montreal. 

When the Revolution came, John Butler, 
with his family, declined to forsake king and 
flag. Butler reorganized his corps .of Rangers, 
thus winning for himself more hatred and more 
abuse from American historians than any other 
figure among the Loyalists .... The raid of 
Butler’s Rangers through the Mohawk Valley 
of New York state in September, 1778, is one of 
the most dramatic of all the dramas of that war. 
. - « A price had been set upon Butler's head; 
his wife and family were interned at Albany, 
“as hostages to intimidate him,” and his son, 
Walter, had been captured under a flag of truce 
and sentenced to death as a spy, and John Butler 
had ample excuse to be ruthless. John played 
the game by protecting prisoners, but Walter, 
who escaped and joined the Rangers, was the 
“Bloodthirsty Butler.’ The father was blamed 
for a good deal that the son did, 

After the peace John Butler crossed to the 
British side of the Niagara river, founding that 
colony of Loyalists from whom have come so 
many eminent sons and daughters of Canada. 
At the time of his death John Butler was super- 
intendent-general of Indian affairs and his death 
was much lamented by Governor Simcoe, who 
attended the military funeral given to the 
great Ranger.

Not Asked to Sing 


Editor, Bulletin: As president of 
the Edmonton Male Chorus, I have 
received many enquiries during the 
last few days as to the reason why 
the Chorus did not sing at the con- 
cert which concluded the Edmon- 
ton Musical Festival last Friday. 
My answer was that we did not 
sing because we had not been 
asked. To the question why we had 
not been asked I had to answer that 
I did not know. 

It does seem strange. The 
Edmonton Male Chorus won high 
praise from the adjudicator and 
won the highest marks of any 
choral group in the festival. Yet 
this chorus, after being awarded 
the Hamilton trophy for the most 
artistic performance in the choral 
classes, was not even asked to sing 
at the final concert: The Kiwanis 
Club with marks of 56% and 57%, 
sang again at the concert—to the 
great delight of all who heard them. 
Yet the Edmonton Male Chorus, 
whose singing of “Men of Eric” on 
Thursday evening so delighted Mr. 
Arthur Benjamin, the adjudicator, 
that he requested them, then and 
there, to sing it again—surely some- 


Hay fever is sometimes called hay 
asthma, or summer catarrh, and 1s 
marked by its characteristic symp- 
toms of sneezing, the discharge of a 
watery mucus from the nose, and a 
feeling of fullness within the nasal 
membrane. The symptoms also in- 
clude watering and itching of the 
eyes. 

The attacks may return at the 
same time each year and the patient 
may thus be able to predict in ad- 
vance the date upon which the at- 
tack will start. For a long time, the 
regular return of the attacks re- 
mained a mystery, but the work of 
Bostock and others, established the 
fact that the attacks accompanied 
the dispersion through the air of the 
pollen of plants, Hay fever was *hus 
found to be related to the pollen 
season. 

Although many hay fever victims 
are sensitive to pollens, there are 
other substances capable of acting 
as exciting causes of hay fever in 
those who are susceptible, For ex- 
ample, face powder, certain kinds 
of ink, feathers, fur, and different 
foods seem to act as exciting causes 
in some instances. 

The first treatment advised con- 
sisted of telling the patient to re- 
move himself from the substance 
to which he was sensitive. Thus, 
those sensitive to pollens were cert 
to other districts free from pollen. 
The patients having the means to 
follow this advice sometimes re- 
ceived good results—sometimes they 
succeeded in finding a new irritant 
in the new neighborhood, 

In securing real relief from hay 
fever, the most important point 19 
keep in mind is not to try to take 
the patient away from the irritant,
